A Quick-starting the coverdisc on the PC... Just 
select 'File' from the Windows Program Manager 
menu, then select 'New'. Use 'Browse' to select 
the CDRTODAY.EXE file, then simply double-click 
the new icon... 

If this is your first CD-ROM Today 
disc, insert it, and from the Windows 3.1 
Program Manager, select new... from the 
file menu. Choose new program item and 
enter the details shown above (where D: is 
your CD-ROM drive).

We've tried to make installing and running 
DOS demos as simple as possible, with our 
specially designed front end.

Setting up EMS Memory 

Aladdin and Wings of Glory on this month's coverdisc 
require EMS (Expanded Memory). If you need to 
configure your 386 or 486 PC to emulate EMS 
memory for these programs, this is how to go about 
it. (Refer to your DOS manual for more details). 

First you need this line to load the HIMEM device 
driver (it's probably there already): 
DEVICE=C:\DOS\HIMEM.SYS 
Following that, you need a line that reads: 
DEVICE=C:\DOS\EMM386.EXE RAM 

If you have a line that reads: 
DEVICE=C:\DOS\EMM386.EXE NOEMS 
change the NOEMS to RAM instead. This emulates 
EMS memory on 386 and 486-based PCs. 
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It's high time suppliers stopped 
selling multimedia PCs that don't 
cut the mustard. There's a difference 
between something working, and it 
actually being usable. . . 

There's no shortage of suppliers 
falling over themselves to sell PCs. 
There's no shortage of technical 
jargon either. Should you go for a 
Pentium, or will a 486 be fast 
enough? Should the motherboard 
be PCI or VESA local bus? Is a 
16-bit sound card a safe bet? 

In an effort to outdo each 
other in the PC price wars, there's 
one area where suppliers are 
cutting corners. How many times 
have you seen MPCs advertised 
with 4Mb of memory? Whatever 
else is falling in price, RAM 
remains an expensive commodity 
at around £30 per Mb. Sell a 
machine with 4Mb, rather than 
8Mb, and you instantly knock 
£1 20 off the price of the machine. 

But the fact of the matter is 
that 4Mb PCs have a hard enough 
time running Windows. Try and 
run your average multimedia 
program on top of Windows, and 
there's enough time to make a 
cup of coffee after every mouse 
click. Of course, suppliers are more 
than happy to sell you more RAM, 
but who wants to rip the covers 
off a brand new machine and start 
poking around inside? 

Software suppliers are just as 
bad. Packaging often shows a 
minimum 4Mb specification 
clearly marked on the box. But 
once you've got the manual out, 
you'll invariably find '8Mb 
recommended' in the text. 

There's a difference between 
something working with 4Mb of 
RAM, and it actually being usable. 
It's a shame that suppliers who 
are so keen to sell their wares to 
every sector of the market don't 
see things the same way.

This frame rate 
is quoted for a Pentium-based system, and 
is likely to drop as you move down the 
processor spec to the lower-end 486s, 
simply because the software is heavily 
processor dependent.

CD-ROM has made a big difference to 
modern software. Released from the 
space limitation of a set of floppy disks, 
publishers can create multimedia 
masterpieces containing hundreds of 
megabytes of data. 

Trouble is, the more data there is 
on a disc, the longer it takes to find it. 
While this may be slightly annoying 
with reference titles, it ruins the flow of 
more lively titles, such as games. We're 
all used to the delay when you click an 
icon or hypertext link. If you're about to 
touch down in a 747, these same few 
seconds can seem like an eternity, as 
more megabytes of graphics and sound 
data are hoovered off the CD. 

It was while using a reference disc 
recently that this struck me as a serious 
problem. The disc, Star Trek: The Next 
Generation Interactive Technical Manual, 
recreates the technical documentation 
for the Starship Enterprise (NCC-1 701 D). 
All the familiar sights and sounds from 
the show are there (except the people), 
and rendered in minute detail. The 
interface resembles the control panels 
seen on the ship, and makes all the right 
noises when buttons are pressed. 

Where it all goes horribly wrong 
is that there's a lengthy (and most 
un-Enterprise-like) delay whenever you 
choose another option. You can just 
imagine the same thing happening in an 
episode of the show: 
Worf: "Sir! Romulan warbird directly 
ahead, arming forward disruptors!" 
Riker: "Red Alert - Shields up! Load 
torpedo bays, ready phasers!" 
Data: "CD-ROM delay, sir - defensive 
systems and weapons will not be 
on-line for 8.4 seconds." 

Doesn't quite work, does it? This 
disc is no worse than most, but the 
delays seem more intrusive because 
they're unexpected in this context. 

What's the cure for the problem? 
There's no simple one, but there are 
some things which can help. Buying a 
quad-speed CD-ROM drive is a good 
idea, especially now they're available 
from £1 50 or so. Having the applications 
written as multi-threading ones (so 
something can be going on while data is 
loading) would help, too, but we'll have 
to wait for Windows '95 for that...

Central to Romeo and Juliet is 
an audio version of the play 
accompanied by the full text, both 
of which were provided by 
HarperCollins. On top of that, 
there are videos and radio material 
from the BBC, plus a whole array 
of supplementary research on the 
plot, themes, and historical context 
of the play. To follow Romeo and 
Juliet are discs of Macbeth, A 
Midsummer Night's Dream and 
three other plays by the bard. 

Currently assembling the 
interface, text, backgrounds, 
pictures and video for Macbeth, 
Chris Jennings feels as though he's 
producing a play - except the stage 
he's using is a PC. "We have to 
design the scenery," he says. "We 
have to work with the actors and 
make the actors do what we want

in the performance. And I mean 
literally - we are using a number of 
performances of the play that have 
already been done for other media, 
but we bring them together to 
make one coherent thing." 

Even so, Chris Jennings is 
certain Attica and its partners are 
making discs that surpass much of 
the bandwagon dross on the 
market, and he stresses that 
everything they're using in their 
Shakespeare series is relevant. 
"Here we have a play written by 
Shakespeare and acted out on 
thousands of stages for 400 years 
since he wrote it. What we've done 
is put on the disc all of the things 
to help you understand and enjoy 
the story," he says. 

Despite the fact that Romeo 
and Juliet is on the curriculum of 
schools in this country, Chris 
claims he's designed the discs for 
the broadest possible appeal. In 
fact Attica, HarperCollins and the 
Beeb actually want everyone to get 
into interactive Shakespeare. And 
if the format proves a success, who 
knows, we could soon see Arthur 
Miller, Tennessee Williams, 
Harold Pinter and John Osborne 
plays all in interactive form. 

Ultimately, however, Chris 
Jennings' ambition goes beyond 
existing works. "I personally 
would like to go a little more 
avant-garde and use CD-ROM 
more as an original medium - 
possibly to commission or write 
a play for the medium. That would 
be very exciting." Endm

ust the fact that it was 
scripted by Terry Pratchett 
should be enough for most 
of us. Throw in the voices

reading a descriptive passage from 
a Discworld novel like Mort or 
Lords and Ladies. From the 
cavernous halls of the Unseen 
University to the grotty alley ways 
of the city, and on to the market 
square, the detail and depth of the 
settings are a treat for the eyes. 

Designed in an artistic style 
similar to the covers of the 
Discworld books, the rich, dense 
scenery sets a perfect stage for the 
game's animations. Rincewind 
shuffles around in his red robes 
looking about nervously while 
behind him his octopedal mobile 
suitcase, Luggage, follows like a 
puppy. Most of the humans, 
dwarves and trolls you'll meet in 
Ankh-Morpork are pretty placid, 
talking away, rolling their eyeballs 
or gesticulating. 

Occasionally, however, you'll 
stroll onto a scene, innocently start 
a conversation, and end up 
triggering off one of the game's 
numerous set-piece animated 
sequences. This is particularly 
amusing, for instance, when 
Rincewind finds himself in an alley 
used as a training ground for 



assassins. Treading on the wrong 
paving stone, he gets shot up into 
the air and ends up tumbling 
around on the rooftops. Later on, 
after he's disturbed the assassins' 
network of ropes and ladders that 
hang from roofs, a trainee assassin 
comes belting along. Climbing and 
leaping from roof to roof, he misses 
the crucial ladder and crashes, with 
all the calamitous clutter of a 
cartoon, onto the pavement below. 

With such a large part of the 
game taken up by listening to 
dialogues, watching the animations 
or taking part in conversations, it's 
easy to forget that beneath the 
seemingly irrelevant series of jokes 
and sideshows there's an enormous 
game to be played.

Once you get over how funny, 
peculiar or ironic everything on the 
Discworld is, you reach the point 
where you're only going to get more 
enjoyment out of the game when you 
start solving the puzzles.

With complaints of a nasty 
dragon on the loose, Rincewind, a 
trainee wizard at the Unseen 
University, is chosen by his 
Archchancellor to sort things out. 
His first task is to help create a 
dragon's lair detecting device. To do 
this, he has to get his hands on 
certain objects. 

But it's nowhere near as straight 
forward as it sounds. Although you 
can collect the objects in any order 
you like, actually getting some of 
them is a challenge in itself. Simply 
finding one item needed for the 
dragon's lair detector takes you into a 
separate little story all on its own. 

The secret is to listen intently to 
what all the characters say. What 
makes Discworlds plot sublime is 
that, although you'll hear a lot of 
people saying what sounds like a load

of rubbish, often they're giving you 
clues as to what you should be 
doing. If you listen carefully and 
relate what you hear to what's in 
your inventory, it's possible to use a 
little imagination and some trial 
and error to get past the puzzles. 

Using the controls in 
Discworld is easy enough. There 
are no menus or on-screen buttons 
to confuse you. In fact, everything 
is no further than a double click 
away. Your inventory is a walking 
suitcase that follows you 
everywhere and it's very easy to use. 

Talking to people, however, 
does have an annoying side to it. 
Each time you talk to someone you 
get the same speech, even if you've 
heard it before.

read one or two of the books.

Clicking on any of the trendy 
ethnic items in the room will take 
you to another section of the disc, 
and the didgeridoo-like thing will 
bring up a control menu. The 
objects don't offer many clues as to 
where they're going to take you, 
but a quick call on the didgeridoo 
summons a helpfully annotated 
version of the main screen to give 
you a bit more of an idea. 

The content of the disc 
(beyond Pip's continent-by- 
continent enthusing of all that's 
humanly wonderful), is essentially 
the same as the One World Atlas 
(see page 32). There are physical 
and political maps of the world 
showing principal towns and cities; 
a satellite picture of the globe

('fractally encoded' so you can zoom 
in without losing too much quality); 
a picture gallery for each country 
(with captions and more zooming);

lakes etc; a selection 
of themed slide 
shows dealing 
with different 
aspects of 
human culture; 
and music 
from around 
the world. 
Given that 
this is a disc from 
Virgin Sound And 
Vision, who are part 
of the same group as 
Virgin Music, it's a pity they 
couldn't have got together with their 
colleagues and found some more 
interesting tracks to put on here. 
There's a small selection of 'typical' 
music from each of the small handful 
of countries and regions represented

menu it all looks rather promising. 
But after the first intriguing 
offering, a war dance from the 
Sioux Nation of North Dakota, it 
slips dangerously into drivel. The 
USA is represented by a dreary 
muzak-esque rendition of Big Bill's 
Boogie performed by Eddie Jones 
(who the hell is he?) which, 
apparently, isn't commercially 
available (now let me try to work 
out why that is...). 

But it gets worse. Western 
Europe's offering is a track by Jam 
Nation called Sunstroke. It's a dull, 
pseudo-ethnic, dribbly dance thing 
whose claim to cred is that it's on 
Real World Records.

After the Sioux war dance I 
thought we were at least going to 
get some old English folk tunes, 
not a free promo for a new band.

When it comes to flying planes, plunging into the 
history of aviation or simply playing games, Tim Norris 
discovers the sky's the limit...

ne of humankind's 
longest held dreams 
was to fly like a bird. 
Everyone from the 
ancient Greeks, to mad 
Frenchmen has talked 
about it, written about it, 
drawn pictures of it and tried, with 
varying degrees of success, to 
actually do it. It wasn't until 1903 
that Orville and Wilbur Wright 
did their famous flying thing at 
Kittyhawk, but now, just over 90 
years later, there's a plane landing 
at Heathrow every 75 seconds or 
so, and you can fly to Australia for 
less than the price of a decent sofa. 

It's quite an achievement 
(although it's difficult for people 
living near Heathrow - or trying to 
buy sofas - to feel good about it), 
and this month we've decided to 
celebrate by rounding up a few 
choice aviation-related discs. 

We start off with a real 
barnstormer of a flight sim from 
Virgin. Flight Unlimited will leave 
some gasping for breath and leave 
others asking where the guns are. 
It's a flight sim that does just that - 
simulates flight. No bombs. No 
guns. No missions to save the world 
from despotic foreign people. Just 
flying and admiring the scenery. 
Blissful. Or is it? You'll have to 
read the review to find out. 

To supplement the practical 
flight training offered by Flight 
Unlimited, we thought we should 
learn more about the history and 
theory of aviation, so there's a 



couple of reference discs too. 
Daring To Fly and Aviation 
Adventure. Both set out to teach 
you everything about flight, from 
how and why, to who and where, 
with a little bit of what and when 
thrown in for good measure. But 
are they any good? You'll have to 
read the reviews to find out. 

But it's not all work, work, 
work. Sooner or later even the 
most avid aviator will tire of all this 
learning and will yearn for the 
chance to sit back and play, so we 
found a game that fits in with the 
theme - an air traffic control sim 
called Air Havoc Controller. But 
will it entertain you in your 
moments of leisure? You'll have 
to read the. . . oh, never mind. 

By the time you've seen all 
that lot, you should have had your 
fill of flight-related carryings on 
for months to come. But if your 
appetite for things aerospacial 
hasn't been sated, there's the 
briefest of looks at a few other 
discs that might fill the gap. 

So, whether you fancy yourself 
as a pilot, an air traffic controller or 
a contestant on Mastermind (you 
have two minutes to answer 
questions on "Making Paper 
Planes" starting from... now), 
there should be something to meet 
your needs. As for me, I have to 
practice my two-point roll, direct a 
747 to land at Phoenix and build a 
paper glider. Must fly.

The first reaction of nearly 
everyone who sees Flight Unlimited 
is, "But where are the guns?" The 
second reaction is, "Blimey, that 
looks good." The third is, "Can I 
have a go?" After that there tends 
to be no further coherent reactions 
other than, "Go away, I haven't 
finished yet." 

It's a flight sim which shies 
away from the conventions of the 
usual air combat sims (which 
developers, Looking Glass 
Technu hg, , say aren't really 
flight sims at all because the 
aircraft aren't bound by the 
restrictions of real world 
aerodynamics) and concentrates on 
the actual art of flying. You have a 
choice of five virtual aeroplanes, 
each of which behaves as much 
like its real world counterpart as 
the computer can manage - that's 
if you have the recommended 
Pentium to run it. A 486DX/33 is

suggested as an absolute 
minimum, but a 486DX2/66 is 
more realistic. 

So, you arrive at the local 
flying club (they're dotted around 
the USA to give you a variety of 
terrains over which to fly) and have 
a wander around the building. If 
you don't fancy just taking one of 
the planes out and tootling around 
without any instruction, there's an 
advert for flying lessons on the 
notice board - sounds like a damn 
fine idea. Click on the notice and 
you get a choice of manoeuvres to 
try. Click on the stunt of your 
choice and you see the manoeuvre 
described on a whiteboard. When 
you think you know what you're 
supposed to do, off you go. 

Once you're in the air, any 
doubts you might have had about 
the wisdom of releasing a game 
where nothing very much happens 
burn off like an early morning mist 
on the airfield. This is flying. No, I 
mean really, this is flying. 

The virtual ground looks like 
real ground. It looks like that

performance has been fine-tuned 
by real pilots. They loop, they stall, 
they jiggle about in thermal air 
currents, they crash into the sides 
of mountains - only the fact that 
you can still hear the bloke next 
door trying to start his car reminds 
you that you're still on the ground. 

Meanwhile, back at the flying 
lesson. There's an instructor to 
help you out and give you advice 
(with an artificial intelligence 
routine that offers advice 
appropriate to your performance in 
the lesson). Do as he says and all 
will be well. Fail to do as he says 
and all remains well, he just invites 
you to have another go. 

When you've had your fill of 
two-point rolls, loops and 
Immelman turns, why not go back 
to the club house, pick up another 
plane and take it for a spin? Or 
maybe you'd prefer a little 
competition? There's the Hoop 
Course, if you do, where you fly 
around a course marked by hoops. 

And there's not much more to 
it than that. Although there's 
nothing much to do apart from a 
few lessons and a competition 
course or two, I can imagine 
myself coming back time after 
time, just to fly about without 
having to go to all the expense of 
hiring a plane and taking flying 
lessons. The trouble is, I've still got 
to go to all the expense of buying a 
Pentium to run it on. And that, in 
the short term, might prove to be 
the game's undoing. 

Heartily recommended to 
Pentium owners. You might try it 
with a 486DX2/66. Otherwise 
you'll probably be disappointed.

At first glance, it seems as if this 
disc covers a lot of ground. It's the 
history of flight 'from Icarus to the 
so it goes from ancient 
Greece, to the 20th century skies 
above France - and that's an awful 
lot of history. But when you 
remember that much of the history 
of aviation up to 1903 merely 
consisted of a few loonies with 
papier mache wings strapped to 
their backs, and a handful of 
drawings by Leonardo da Vinci, 
it becomes a much more 
manageable project. 

So, what do we get for our 
entry fee? Well, we get a nice 
looking main menu, for a start. 
With help bubbles. Moving the 
pointer over the various bits and 
pieces brings up a title, and 
clicking on many of them brings 



up a set of sub-options. And this is 
where the trouble starts. 

A great many of the titles 
and sub-titles of the sections have 
been written, how shall I put it, 
'cleverly'. Rather than the bland, 
matter-of-fact titles we're used to 
(Pioneering Women Aviators), we 
get snappy puns and general 
cleverness (Creating Turbulence). 
This is all very imaginative and 
laudable, but it doesn't actually 
help you find your way about 
easily. And one more pun on the 
Wright brothers' name might 
inspire me to violence. 

Still, these things are for 
exploring, so let's explore. I 
decided that the Wright brothers' 
first flight at Kittyhawk might be a 
good place to start, so off I went. 
The screen appears, together with 
a couple of pictures and a menu of 
further pictures and articles. A 
narrator introduces the section. 

And here's one of those 
picture titles that will definitely 
catch your eye: Bicycle Boys (you 
can see the picture on the opposite

page). Yes, it is a fascinating 
image, but it doesn't have a 
caption. None of my searches 
using the powerful search tool 
turned up any clues. I've had the 
disc for four weeks now and I still 



don't have any idea what the 
picture's about. I've seen the same 
image in different sections, with 
different titles, but there's still no 
sign of an explanation. 

It's a shame that something 
like that has been allowed to spoil 
the disc, because the information 
that you can find is extremely well 
written, informative and generally 
packed with top notch stuff. But as 
with Aviation Adventure (p 44) it's 
all very difficult to find. 






The search tool will make a 
three stage Boolean search ('this 
and that and the third thing must 
be true') and will look for text, 
titles, keywords and so on, but it's 
no good if the information has 
been hidden. And with all those 
'clever' titles, I was disinclined to 
look at many of the search results 
because I had no idea what the 
articles were about. 

In the end, it was the 
inaccessibility of the information 
that turned me off Daring To Fly. 
The text is good, the library of 
pictures and video clips is extensive 
and extremely well chosen, and the 
presentation can't be faulted. But 
after the initial buzz of exploring a 
new disc wore off and I began to 
try to use it to find out specific 
things, the muddliness started to 
get to me. I couldn't get at the 
information I wanted because I 
didn't know what it was called. 
And, as in the case of that damned 
bicycle, I'm not convinced that 
some of the things I wanted to 
know are there at all. 

It's a good disc, let down by 
its eccentric organisation.

After the 'heavies' on the previous 
pages, here's something aimed at 
slightly younger seekers after 
flight-related lore. 

It starts well. The main menu 
is busy and interesting and there 
are help bubbles for every icon. It 
doesn't sound like much, but it's 
this much effort to implement 
[holds finger and thumb a very 
short distance apart] and this 
much help [holds open hands as 
far apart as possible]. A quick tour 
around the screen with the mouse 
tells you everything you need to 
know about the disc's main 
features and you're off. . . 

The first problem you meet is 
that there are so many places to go. 
It's fine if you're just browsing and 
generally enjoying your Knowledge 
Adventure (ghastly name, guys), 



but if you want something specific, 
where do you start? The Aviation 
Reference Library and Aircraft 
Encyclopedia look like they might 
be helpful, but the Aviation Lab 
could be, too. Obviously the Paper 
Plane Factory, the Glider Game, 
the Aviation Adventure Trivia 
Quiz and the Flight Sim aren't 
going to be handy sources of 
accessible trivia, but the Aviation 
Museum might. There's a search 
tool and a lot of cross-referencing, 
but with the information divided 
into so many manageable chunks, 
it becomes, well, slightly 
unmanageable. I decided to cruise 
around to see what I could see. 

There's loads. Just about 
everything you ever wanted to 
know about planes and how they 
fly is tucked away in here 
somewhere, the only problem is 
finding it. Once you have, it's easy 
to read (it's aimed at eight-year- 
olds and over, remember) and 
satisfyingly comprehensive. 

One thing that non-Americans 
will notice very quickly, is that it's

all written from an American point 
of view. Of course, Orville and 
Wilbur were from the US, but 
you'd think, after looking at this 
disc, that no one else in the world 
made any real contribution to the 



history of aviation. Sure, some 
non- Americans warrant mentions, 
but only as far as their products or 
achievements relate to America. 
The Hawker , for instance, 

gets a mention in the main text as 
the only successful vertical takeoff 
and landing aircraft, but more is 
made of the fact that the US 
Marines use it than what a colossal 
achievement it was in the first 
place. It gets better treatment in 
the Aviation Lab, although 
American involvement in 
developing new models is stressed. 
Still, cultural bias creeps in 
everywhere, and it's not as if we 
can't read around it. 

Naturally, it's not all facts and 
work, there's some fun, too. 
There's a dodgy glider game (not 
huge fun); a flight sim (not bad, 
but not particularly state-of-the- 
art); a trivia quiz (extremely tough 
- for me anyway); and a section on 
making paper planes. If you print 
out the plans and fold them

according to the instructions, you'll 
end up as the world's best paper 
aeronaut (you can make them 
without printing them first, you 
just have to concentrate harder on 
the instructions). 

Overall, it's a fine disc - well 
designed, well executed and quite 
enjoyable to use. The information 
is a bit scattered and sometimes 
hard to track down, and the games 
are a bit duff, but other than that 
it's not bad. It's certainly easier to 
use than Daring To Fly, and if you 
don't mind its American slant, or 
that it's aimed at the under- 12s, it's 
probably a slightly better buy, too.

Goodness me, what a palaver. 
There I was, trying to direct a 747 
full of holiday makers through my 
airspace, when this inbound 

comes tootling into view 
on its way to Phoenix. But I 
couldn't talk to him because I was 
trying to release a plane from 
Phoenix on its way goodness 
knows where. And then a 
westbound 767... I think I need 
to lie down. 

Air Havoc Controller is the 
latest in a long line of air traffic 
control simulators. You have a 
radar screen, a set of basic 
commands to issue to the planes, 
a few rules to remember (most of 
them about not letting the planes 
crash into one another) and it's up 
to you to see everyone safely to 



their destination through a series 
of increasingly complex scenarios 
involving more planes, more 
airports and more problems. 
It doesn't actually sound all that 
promising as a game concept, but 
I was strangely fascinated. For a 
little while. 

Clearly the central part of the 
game, the actual movement of the 
planes and their representation on 
the radar screen, isn't going to tax 
your multimedia PC overmuch - 
the program could be written in 
BASIC and run on any half decent 
pocket calculator or electronic 
diary. So to chivvy things up a bit 
there's loads of lovingly rendered 
animation of planes taking off, 
landing, just missing each other 
and crashing spectacularly in 
mid-air which interrupt the main 
action to give you more of an idea 
of what's going on. 

There's also sampled speech to 
let you hear what the pilots are 
saying. You can, if you have a high 
confusion threshold, also hear the 
voice of the controller, but since

his voice sounds the same as all the 
pilots, it rapidly becomes a living 
nightmare of incoherent messages.

I left the 
controller's voice off. 

When you're bored of crashing 
planes, you can take a tour of the 
hangars and look at rendered 
images of planes of all shapes and 
sizes, or watch all the animated 
sequences. It's all very charming, 
and no doubt plane spotters 
everywhere will love it. 

But it's hard to know whether 
to recommend it. It certainly 
doesn't make the best use of your 
PC's capabilities, but that can't be 
the only criterion, can it? I enjoyed 
it for a while and went back for 
plenty of extra goes, but after a 
couple of days it got very samey. 
It's a test of concentration more 
than anything else and the actual 
game objectives aren't really all 
that exciting ('send the planes 
where they want to go and don't 
let them crash'). 

I soon lost sight of the real 
purpose of the thing and found 
myself trying to choreograph 
spectacular collisions involving 
more than two planes (much more 
difficult than I thought it would be 
- 1 never managed it) and seeing 
how close together you can land 
two planes before they hit one 
another. It's never a good sign 
when you start trying to make up 
your own rules. 

I think, on balance, that I'd 
have to say that only die-hard Air 
Traffic Controller wannabes are 
going to enjoy it - there's just not 
enough to capture the imagination 
of the rest of us for more than the 
occasional play.

being good corporate citizens and 
investing in the Net. 

But that's all in the future, and 
in the mean time there's plenty to 
interest casual and avid movie 
goers alike. A good starting point 
is the Cardiff Movie Database 
(http://www.cm.cf.ac.uk/Movies/) 
which is the on-line equivalent of 
Microsoft's Cinemania. You can 
search the database for any film, 
actor or character, call up a top 
(and bottom) 100 list of films, 
scan through some famous movie 
marriages, and get some 
interesting trivia from the 'on this 
day in history' section. 

One of the best things about 
the database is that it's interactive 
- if a film's missing, you can add it 
yourself. As well as collating 
reviews from the press and the 
rec. arts, mo vies, re view newsgroup, 
the site gives you the chance to add 
your opinion to the database by 
enabling you to give the films a 
rating. It also provides countless 



links to other movie resources on 
the Web, so when you call up The 
Lion Ki?2gs details there's a link to 
Disney's official Lion King pages, 
for example. 

And for those of you who live 
on the fringe, bored by all the 
conventional stuff that film 
producers usually try to feed you, 
you'll find the C ardiff Movie 
Database caters for a wide range 
of tastes. If there isn't an official 
site to link to, the chances are that 
an ardent fan has set up an 
unofficial shrine to his or her 
movie god. 

These sites often don't have 
the glossy production values of 
official pages, but they are created 
with such enthusiasm and 
imagination that you can't help but 
be impressed. The Pulp Fiction 
pages we looked at last month 
are pretty good, but they pale in 
comparison with the unofficial 
Church ofTarantino 
(http://www.aston.ac.uk/~smallmj) 
which was obviously a labour of 
love for a dedicated student at 
Aston University.

plora 1 - it's a funny old 
secret world. In spite 
of the PC's 
overpowering 
popularity, Peter 
Gabriel's disc has taken 
well over a year to make its 
arduous transition from the 
original Macintosh format. 
Perhaps he should have borrowed 
a title from Bob Dylan and called 
it Slow Train Coming. 

In the dim and distant past of 
multimedia, Xplora 1: Peter 
Gabriel's Secret World was a 
headline act. But now it has to 
share the stage with newer 
contenders in the shape of Prince 
Interactive and David Bowie's 
Jump, to name but a couple. So, 
can Xplora stay the distance? 

The PC version is, in theory, 
identical to the Mac edition. And 
that's not altogether a bad thing. 
Right from the start, Xplora 
exudes class. There's an awful lot 
of imagination, effort, and 
attention to detail in the disc, and 
it shines through. 

The illustration work is 
glorious, the videos of Digging in 
the Dirt, Steam, and Kiss That Frog 
are stunning, and the interface is 
superbly conceived. Then there's 
the music. I won't say anything 
about that - either you like 
Gabriel's stuff, or you don't. 

But there are a couple of 
things that set Xplora apart from 
many another pop ROM for me.

kind of sycophantic revelry in the 
pomp of some overblown rock 
star. It has a head start here: 
Gabriel himself is a much more 
interesting character than most of 
the inhabitants of the pop world. 

The second thing that Xplora 
does very well is to give you the 
feeling that you really are entering 
Peter Gabriel's Secret World. It 
masters the elusive trick of 
interactivity, so you really do 
explore the disc. There's a feeling 
that there's much more to the disc 
than at first meets the eye. 

As you travel around, without 
any constraints of having to do 
things in some particular order, 
you can collect objects and earn 
privileges. This opens new doors 
to you, like the door to the studios 
at Box, where you can remix some 
of the songs.

some backstage passes for Womad 
and the Brit awards. 

The Windows edition is not 
quite as slick as the Mac version. 
Some of the transition effects 
between screens are a little jerky. A 
few of the QuickTime clips are a 
bit glitchy, and don't work 
properly if you happen to have 
QuickTime 2 installed on your 
system. Still, on the whole, Xplora 
looks as good as it did a year ago, 
in spite of newer and supposedly 
wiser competition.

A disc lands 
on my desk, and 
suddenly it's only five 
minutes since

than The Yes Album, if Chris 
Squire was the best bass player in 
the world, and if Jon Anderson 
required the help of a sharp stick 
to reach those high notes. 

Counting the years since the 
heyday of supergroup Yes in the 
early '70s is a somewhat more scary 
proposition. So what's all this new 
Yes Active malarkey on CD-ROM? 
QuickTime clips of the 'boys' 
zimmering around the stage, 
perhaps? Well actually they're 
growing old ever- so -slightly more 
gracefully. Yes Active bills itself 
with the high-falutin' title of 
'interactive sleeve notes' for the 
band's latest album, Talk. 

But hang on. Who buys music 
to read the sleeve notes? Well, 
there's more stashed on the CD 
than this. For a start, you get the 
complete album on the disc, albeit 
in sound files that have been 
unceremoniously sampled at 8-bit 
22kHz. It sounds like a cross 
between medium wave radio and 




the 'phone. Still, the developers had 
to make room for all the other stuff 
on the disc, so that's fair enough. 
And two of the tracks (State of 
Play, and Where Will You Be) are 
laid as high quality audio tracks 
you can play on your hi-fi. 

The extras that the CD-ROM 
provides are a nifty little interface 
for getting the stories behind the 
songs, as told to a video camera by 
members of the band (mostly Jon 
Anderson). It's a shame he seems 
to be quite so bored with it all. 

A couple of tracks have videos 
of live performances, but the 
quality of the small windows is a 
let-down, and hardly stretches the 
limits of the brand- spanking- new 
QuickTime 2 for Windows that 
they use. Occasionally there are 
demo or instrumental versions of 
songs to listen to, as well. 

Other features include a 
Jukebox, although it's just another 
way of loading the tracks, with

only one new illustration to share 
between them. There's also a 
discography and history of the 
band, and profiles of the members, 
but again, the presentation is poor. 

For a band with its history of 
stunning Roger Dean cover 
designs, you can't help feeling 
more should have been done with 
the graphic content. Animated 
slide shows to accompany the 
music, perhaps? More movement 
and spontaneity in the interface 
would have been nice, too. 

All in all, Yes Active is an 
opportunity missed. For something 
with Active in the title, it turns out 
to be a sadly passive experience. 
Mind you, for avid Yes fans, it's 
still going to be worth £20.

et in the shower, and most 
people become Kiri Te 
Kanawa or Luciano 
Pavarotti. Put someone in a 
room with their favourite 
orchestral masterpiece playing, 
and suddenly they're Toscanini. 
The idea of controlling a 
symphony orchestra with a stick is 
irresistible. The world is full of 
closet conductors. 

Hence Closet Conductor, which 
lets you "conduct the classics in the 
privacy of your own home". There's 
a disc about conducting, two CDs 
of famous classics to try your new 
skills out on and even a baton. 

Classical music is still 
daunting to a lot of people. The 
good news is that this is very user- 
friendly. No technical terms, no 
jargon, no high-blown language - 
everything is down-to-earth, jokey 
and fun. The CD-ROM is basically 
infotainment - snippety facts, and 
lots of humorous commentaries 
about conductors and conducting. 
Lecturing is kept to a minimum - 
the Famous Conductors section 
restricts itself to six (US-biased) 
names, and Famous Concert Halls 
is similarly brief. 

The skills you learn are 
minimal: how to beat in two (a 
march), three (waltz) and four 
(foxtrot), and how to make an 
orchestra play louder or softer.

That's it. Still, you could argue this 
is all you really need in the way of 
baton technique. 

Having learned that, turn off 
your PC and let yourself loose on 
the two CDs. You'll recognise 
every one of the 33 tracks from ads 
or films, and the CDs form a mini 
compendium of those damn-I- 
know-this-one pieces (Bach's 
Hamlet ad, Dvorak's Hovis music 
etc). Great fun (though similar 
CD sets cost the price of a small 
round in your local record shop.) 

Humour is everywhere. In 
several sections, clicking on a 
button generates a randomly 
selected joke. But dealing with 
classical music in a humorous way 
is difficult to bring off. To me, the 
humour used incessantly by the 



CD-ROM's host, Bill Broughton, is 
trite and tiresome. Here are two 
typical jokes. "Hear about the 
maestro who survived three 
attempted executions at the electric 
chair? He wasn't a good conductor!" 
"Wagner was good at composing 
while he was alive - but since his 
death he's been decomposing!" 

If that doubles you up, you 
and your fellow inmates are in for 
a treat. If not - well, the good 
news is that the CD-ROM only 
takes about 45 minutes to work 
through completely. 

All in all, if you care about 
classical music, you may find Closet 
Concuctor a bit silly and superficial. 
But it's great fun if you think the 
classical scene is too stuffy, and 
you like American humour - and 
you'll love conducting the CDs.

It's basically a resource 
tool with 1,000 historical 
photographs of famous people, 
events and ordinary people in 
everyday situations. These are 
accompanied by captions, but 
many of these are sadly limited 
in detail. One quotes: "There has 
been a Chinese community in 
Britain for many years, with its 
own newspapers, shops etc, as 
shown in this picture."

comments are made about the 
Jewish community, and some 
captions have explanations that 
are even less enlightening. 

But as an educational tool, 
The People's Century is far more 
useful than a batch of old 
photographs. The analysis 
section encourages children to 
look at the photographs and 
really think about the evidence 
they provide, without jumping to 
conclusions. It took me back to 
my school days - in fact some of 
the photographs were ones that 
my own history teacher used. 

That said, however, 
teaching children how to use 
photographs as primary 
historical sources is something 
that a teacher would most likely 
do from the front of the 
classroom. And in all honesty, I 
can't imagine very many 
14-year-olds plodding through 
the CD-ROM unless the teacher 
was pointing a gun at their heads 
- which, of course, they're not 
allowed to do, yet. 

So The Peoples Century will 
probably be of most use if you're 
a teacher. You can plough 
through the disc using its search 
facilities to find photographs, 
print them out and then use

them in the classroom. Browsing 
through the disc is fairly easy. 
From the main menu you can go 
to the decade of your choice 
(from before 1900 to the 1990s), 
or look at photos relevant to 
particular locations, or take one 
of 12 themes as your base, with 
Politics, Empire, Leisure, War 
and so on. 

So far, so good. Try 
searching more specifically and 
you may have problems. 
Searching by decade, place, 
theme or key word isn't a 
problem, as you have to use the 
words provided in the list. Start 
being a little more independent 
and using your own words to 
search and you may come 
unstuck. After looking up Hitler, 
I tried Chairman Mao, but got 
the Hitler photographs again. 
The same thing happened when 
I tried Red Rum. 

History teachers may well 
appreciate another resource, even 
if it is lacking in multimedia 
features. At the end of the day, 
however, it is little more than 
one of those glossy hardback 
books, but bigger, on CD-ROM.

You've seen the film, read the book, bought the t-shirt and finished 
off you popcorn. Now delve into the Secrets of Stargate - if you can 
find them.

erhaps I'm not the 
best person to judge 
Stargate. After all, I 
haven't seen the 
film. But everyone I 
know who watched it 
said it was dismal. So I felt 
a little dubious even before I 
slammed the disc into the drive. 

Secrets of Stargate - The Making 
of an Epic Adventure Film starts 
with a trailer from the film, and the 
quality of the QuickTime for 
Windows video is rather poor. After 
that, you enter the rather snazzily 
rendered main hall of Ra's 
spaceship/palace thingie. It looks 
fabulous, and is possibly one of the 
most gorgeous interfaces I've ever 
come across. Unfortunately, as with 
so many beautifully wrapped things, 
the content doesn't live up to the 
packaging. I thought I was going to 
learn how the special effects were 
created, with all sorts of fascinating 
insights. Instead, I didn't find 
much to interest me at all. 

Basically, you click around the 
hall until you find one of the main 
menus: Movies, People, Art/Stills, 
Storyboards, and Ancient Wisdom. 
The Movies menu contains, not 
surprisingly, film clips. The Behind 
the Scenes clips belie their title. 
Instead of finding out what 
happens behind the scenes, you 
simply see film clips with cameras 
hovering in the background. 

The Special Effects section is 
also disappointing. Most of the 
special effects are simply silent clips

from the film, and most are so dark 
you can't see what's happening. 
There is no explanation of how 
they were created and no diagrams 
detailing techniques. 

The only detailed commentary 
on anything to do with the film is 
in the Interviews section. But even 
here, actors, producers and special 
effects people talk about their 
topics with so little enthusiasm 
that you soon become bored. 

Moving swiftly on, there's the 
Art/Stills menu which is pretty 
self-explanatory. The People menu 
gives you biographies on those 
involved in the film. The 
Storyboard menu contains sketches 
showing the precise detail of 
different scenes. If you've seen the 
film, this won't interest you, as 



you'll already know when the 
camera switches to a different 
angle, and what happens next. 

Ancient Wisdom is interesting 
to anyone with an interest in 
Egypt. It contains information on 
gods, hieroglyphics, The Great 
Pyramid and The Sphinx . I found 
it the best part of the disc, but 
probably only because I've been to 
Egypt. As far as I can make out, it 
has little to do with the film. 

I can't help feeling that this is 
yet another CD-ROM that would 
have been so much better if it 
hadn't been a CD-ROM. A video of 
the making of Stargate would 
probably have held me captivated. 
But this disc is extremely 
disjointed and simply didn't tell me 
anything I wanted to know. And 
even if you're one of the few who 
saw the film and loved it, you'll 
probably feel the same.

Yes, the emphasis of 
this disc is on being 
creative and having fun, 
rather than production 
perfectionism. Directors 
^ Lab gives children the 
opportunity to create their own 
videos, along with special effects, 
music, graphics and titles. Load up 
the program, and you find yourself 
in a colourfully decorated studio 
hallway with doors to a music 
studio, sound FX room, video 
suite, graphic studio, director's lab 
and screening room. 

Of course, you could play all 
serious about this and methodically 
construct a video through a TV- 
style production storyboard, but 
it's a lot more fun to experiment 
with what's on offer. 



A Enter the plush environs of the Director's 
Lab and you're greeted by a friendly face plus 
doors to all the creative studios you can use. 



In the music studio you can 
set a four bar score for up to nine 
instruments across two octaves. It's 
free form, so you can make any 
combination of instruments you 
like. Okay, it won't teach you 
anything about music - there's 
only one note length and no key 
constraints - but once children 
figure out what a racket they can 
create, they'll be there for ages. 
And besides, there are 48 editable 
pieces of real music to load in. 

But video cannot live by tunes 
alone, so there are rooms where you 
can make graphics backgrounds 
and title screens, then save them. 



Viacom, owners of Sky TV and the 
Nickelodeon channel, are serious about 
video - almost Their new disc lets kids like 
Garrick Webster go rampant with sounds, 
music, graphics and video editing... 



Pre- saved photos and text options 
are available from the disc, but the 
text and graphics sections are too 
limited. Most children who have 
played with shareware graphics 
applications will expect more. 

Then there's the video suite, 
where you can toy with hundreds 
of video clips. There are 32 in the 
animals section alone, and although 
each is only three seconds long, the 
range of images is legion. Once 
you've picked a clip, you can stick 
shapes on each frame, including 
lightning, bouncing eyeballs 
flashes, and so on. These can form 
animations, or just flash up for fun. 

When you've made music, 
sound effects, titles and video, you 
can put them all together using the 
director's lab. At first it will be 
giggles galore, but it takes quite a 
bit of practice in the different areas 
to get things coordinated. When 
you're done, you can save the 
whole thing to hard disc or floppy. 

Although not foolproof, 
Director's Lab can be wildly 
humorous and it's really easy to 
use. For kids in need of creative 
fun, it will make a great buy.

ove it or hate it, you can't 
i deny that Shakespeare's 
I writing has been among 
' the most popular and 

enduring of all time. For 
around 400 years his plays 
have been performed on stages 
all around the world. They've been 
converted into ballets and adapted 
into musicals like West Side Story. 
Silver screen performances of 
Shakespeare's greatest plays have 
topped the box office charts for 
nearly as long as there has been 
cinema. Even ace action actors, 
earning multi-millions per picture, 
have turned to Shakespeare to 
inject credit into their careers as 
well as their bank balances. 

It almost goes without saying 
that Shakespeare's plays in 
particular are extremely well suited 
to the CD-ROM medium. And I 
don't just mean because of their 
popularity. The real reason I think 



Shakespeare can work so well on a 
multimedia disc is because it 
comes across on so many levels. 

You can, for instance, read 
Hamlet, King Lear, Othello, 
Macbeth, or A Midsummer Nigh )fs 
Dream all your life, and still keep 
finding new meanings in them. 
Likewise, you can go to the theatre 
or cinema and see the same play 
interpreted in a multitude of 
different ways. 

Yet despite the timeless 
qualities of Shakespeare's writings, 
there is one major obstacle to 
many people's full appreciation 
today - and that's the language. 
Because English has changed so 
much over the centuries, 
Shakespeare's plays are beginning 
to seem archaic to many of us. It's 
easy to see how book versions of 
the plays can appear one- 
dimensional, even with full 
glossaries and textual notes. 



Seeing plays on stage with no 
background to Elizabethan 
language is equally baffling. 

Put a play on CD-ROM, and 
this can all change. Immediately 
obvious is the usefulness of 
hypertext - being able to get the 
meaning of a word or phrase 
instantly. Audio readings of a play 
to accompany the text will 
demonstrate pronunciation and the 
metre of the verse, while all sorts 
of notes, pictures, videos, criticisms 
and background material can make 
a disc not only useful for reference, 
but interesting to browse and 
enjoyable to experience. 

Of course, as Shakespeare 
wrote volumes, one approach has 
been to cram all the text on to a 
disc, throwing in a search facility, 
music and a few other screens. 
Such discs have their uses, but the 
ones I really rate are those that not 
only convey the play well, but also 
have the features to bring it alive 
for all. A disc with a decent 
interface, good content and 
engaging extras should ensure 
Shakespeare continues to be 
enjoyed far into the 21st century.

Or, you can check out the play's 
main themes, one of which is 
love. When you get to this screen, 
you can watch a video from a 
programme by Germaine Greer 
who talks about Romeo and 
Juliet's clandestine marriage and 
the history of such marriages. 



At any time during the 
performance, you can jump out 
of the play to use a range of 
reference material, or to look at 
screens like this timeline which 
gives the main action of each 
scene and its estimated actual 
time of day.

Like the play at its heart, the 
strength of this CD-ROM version 
of Romeo and Juliet is that it works 
on many levels. It's great for 
schoolchildren coming to the play 
for the first time, and probably just 
as useful for undergraduates 
already familiar with the bard. 
Even if you're only moderately 
interested in literature, it's still 
excellent for browsing. 

The full text is attractively 
displayed on stylish backdrops. 
Start the program, and the play is 
acted out in audio, so you can 
listen and read along. At any point, 
you can pause and spin off to get 
the meaning of hypertext words or 
read flagged notes on the dialogue. 

While the play is in progress, 
pictures appear showing the 
characters who are speaking; nine 
of the most poignant scenes are 



presented as video from a BBC 
TV production of Romeo and Juliet 
with such greats as John Gielgud. 
Although nine clips may seem 
inadequate, each one lasts for 
about five minutes and video 
quality is reasonable.

Beyond the play itself, there's 
an array of useful and concise 
supporting material. You can 
check out critical opinions, from 
Robert Greene's 1592 attack on 
Shakespeare right up to David 
Bevington's 1994 view. 



In the performance section 
you can read about actors, sets and 
costumes, and find out about 
musical representations like 
Tchaikovsky's ballet or Bernstein's 
adaptation, West Side Story. You 
can explore the poetic techniques, 
or refer to notes and analysis of 
themes like love, death and family. 

There are two knocks. One is 
slow load times. The other is that 
sometimes you can't get directly to 
sections of the play mentioned in 
the supplementary screens. 

Overall, however, this disc is 
the most lavish and captivating of 
those we've looked at here, it's 
designed for anyone to use and is 
easy to browse. Romeo and Juliet 
strikes a good balance between 
comprehensive content and 
interesting multimedia features.

William Shakespeare: 
The Complete Works 

It's not flashy, and it doesn't 
pretend to be multimedia, but if 
you want a disc for serious 
academic study of Shakespeare's 
work, this is the one. Andromeda, 
rather than providing memory- 
consuming animations, music and 
so forth, takes a strictly content- 
based approach. 

Concentrating solely on text, 
William Shakespeare: The Complete 
Works can give you instant access to 
any part of Shakespeare's work. 
This is partly because of its 
powerful search facility. 

So, if you're researching a 
theme, any theme, just type in a 
word and you'll know immediately 
exactly how many times 
Shakespeare used that word. For 
instance, he used the word 'fire' 



209 times, 'battle' 106 times 
'Heaven' 14 times and 'Hell' a 
whopping 141 times. 

More complex searches are 
also possible, so you can look for 
phrases, metaphors, titles, songs 
and play types as well. If you're just

out to read or quote from a 
particular play or poem, you can 
jump straight to any part of 
whatever work you need, mark 
pages for future reference and even 
cut text to the program's built-in 
word processor. 



Reading the play, you can click 
on a word, find how often and 
where else it was used. It makes no 
sense, however, that clicking a 
word doesn't take you to its 
meaning in the glossary, whereas 
from the glossary you can get to 
any usage of the word. 

Also available from the 
background section are text files 
covering topics like Shakespeare's 
life and career, a background to 
Elizabethan England, and details 
on drama and the theatre. 

Of course, all these features are 
pretty uninteresting unless you're 
an ardent student of Shakespeare. 
It's not a fun disc, it's not for 
beginners, but it is very utilitarian. 
William Shakespeare: The Complete 
Works is probably the disc we'd call 
the scholar's choice.

Karaoke Macbeth 

Let's face it, Karaoke Macbeth is a bit of a 
dodgy name for a Shakespeare disc. After 
all, what on earth does the drunken bawling 
of pop songs in noisy pubs have to do with 
the most important figure in English 
literary and theatrical history? 

Fortunately, not a lot. Karaoke 
Shakespeare is a surprisingly useful disc. The 
karaoke label derives from the fact that you 
choose a character whose lines you read 
while the computer supplies the rest of the 
dialogue. Any number of people can take 
part, each reading the lines of his or her 
own character. 

This would probably work quite well 
with groups of pupils who could do a 
karaoke version of the play among 
themselves to make learning it more 
interesting. It also seems a great way for 
amateur thespians to learn their lines. 

Scenes are linked by short, rendered 
animations which are meant to give 
participants an idea of the various settings in 
the play. These are all right, but nothing 
special, and at least they give you a break, 
perhaps to wet your whistle before your next 
round of reading. 

What's more, there are text handling 
facilities that let you search for a specific 
word or phrase or to mark a section for later 
reference. You can read or listen to notes 
which give you a little insight into what's 
going on and explain the influence of each 
section of the play.

to Shakespeare boasts among its main 
features a key word search index. 

This enables you to find passages 
related to a theme. Enter the word 
parasites' and up pop eight passages from 
plays like King Lear and Titus Andronicus. 
This might be of some use to students, but 
since you're restricted to key words, you 
can't just type a word and find its every 
occurrence in Shakespeare's works. 

Other sections of the disc likewise lack 
application. There are text files of seven 
plays, plus a few poems and the sonnets. 
Beyond that, QADS has appended a slide 
show on Shakespeare in Stratford-upon- 
Avon. You control the slides and a female 
narrator dryly relates the details. 

Nearly redeeming the disc is a chapter 
on the Shakespearean stage which gives you 
the chance to hear excerpts from a variety of 
plays and poems read by actors. 

The trouble with A Literary CD Guide 
to Shakespeare is that none of the sections is 
linked. It's nowhere near integrated enough 
to be labelled 'multimedia'. A network 
utility that lets teachers send questions to 
students' consoles, and students to reply, 
might make this disc worthwhile for 
educational institutions, but otherwise it's 
not much fun.

PC Review 



Memory 



For the novice, PC memory may seem rather complex. 
Andy Butcher explains how anyone can master the 
basics without having to become a technical genius. 



here are few things more 
frustrating than having just 
forked out a large chunk of 
your hard-earned cash on 
a hot new game for your 
PC, only to install it and be 
told that you don't have enough 
free memory to run it. 

So, we're here to explain the 
basics of PC memory management 
and show you how to optimise the 
memory you have 
available. And, 
while there's no 
guarantee that this 
will allow you to 
run every DOS 
program you own 
straight off, it should 
certainly help with 
the great majority. 

First of all, it's 
useful to understand 
how PC memory is organised. For 
several historical reasons PCs 
divide up the total RAM (Random 
Access Memory) that they have 
available into different types of 
memory, and it's this that often 
causes the problems. 

Conventional memory (also 
refered to as base memory) starts at 
Ok and ends at 640k. This is where 
most DOS programs run, and not 
having enough free conventional 
memory is the most common 
memory problem you'll encounter. 

Upper memory starts at the end 
of conventional memory, and runs 
through to the end of the first 
megabyte (1024k). This area is set 



aside for the use of the PC's 
hardware, and cannot normally be 
used by programs. However, few 
PCs use all of this space, and there 
are ways for you to make use of the 
free areas. 

Next comes the High Memory 
Area (HMA), which takes up the first 
64k of the next megabyte. Beyond 
this, the PC regards the rest of the 
RAM available as either Extended 
memory (also 
referred to 
asXMS) or 
Expanded 
memory (EMS). 
Different 
programs 
require one 
or the other, 
so this can 
also cause 
problems. 
When your PC starts up, it 
automatically follows the instructions 
in two files, the CONFIG.SYS and the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT. Both of these are 
lists of commands - the CONFIG.SYS 
contains instructions that can only be 
carried out during start-up, whereas 
the AUTOEXEC.BAT is made up of 
commands that you could perform at 
any time, but are common enough 
that you'll want them loaded every 
time you use your PC. 

The essence of optimising your 
memory lies in modifying these two 
system files - they define what kind 
of memory you have available, and 
the programs they load take up 
memory of their own.

Before starting any modifications 
to your system files, it's vital to create 
back ups. From the C:\> prompt 
type: 

COPY CONFIG.SYS CONFIG. BAK 

and hit return, then 

COPY AUTOEXEC.BAT AUTOEXEC. BAK 

and hit return. 

Then, if you have any problems 
later on you can return to your 
original configuration by typing the 
reverse (once more, from the C:\> 
prompt): 

COPY CONFIG. BAK CONFIG.SYS 

and enter, then 

COPY AUTOEXEC. BAK AUTOEXEC.BAT 

and enter. 

If your machine won't even boot 
up with the new system files, restart 
your computer and hold down F5 
while it starts. When the prompt 
appears, enter the commands above. 

It's also a good idea to see how 
much and what kind of memory you 
currently have available. To do this, 
type: 

MEM 

and hit return. 

You'll see a screen like this: 
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are you getting enough? 



The important things here are the 
largest executable program size, 
which shows how much free 
conventional memory you have, and 
the free EMS or XMS. If your screen 
doesn't mention expanded memory, 
you don't have any available. 

To modify the CONFIG.SYS type: 

EDIT CONFIG.SYS 

and hit return. 

You'll see a screen like this: 




To modify your AUTOEXEC.BAT, 
type: 

EDIT AUTOEXEC.BAT 

and hit return. 

You'll see a screen like this: 




Both of these files are lists of 
commands, one per line. Whenever 
you change either of these files you 
should save them before exiting 
(use the FILE menu), and must then 



restart your machine for the 
alterations to take effect. 

The previous screens show 
poorly optimised system files. They 
result in only 420k of free 
conventional memory, which is less 
than most DOS applications need. 
You can free up conventional 
memory in two ways - by removing 
drivers you don't need, or by 
loading drivers into upper memory. 

To prevent a driver from loading, 
add the letters REM and a space to 
the start of the line. If you're not sure 
whether you need a command, add 
a REM, save, exit and restart your

CleanSweep for Windows Version 1.0 



Because of the nature of the Windows operating system, 
programs that run under it tend to share various files, and 
when being installed they place files in various directories in 
different areas of your system. This means that unless the 
application includes an 'uninstall' option, it's hard to get rid of 
all its files when you don't want to use it any more. Deleting 
the main directory will normally get the majority of them, but 
there are almost bound to be others scattered around. 

CleanSweep from Quarterdeck is a utility designed to 
uninstall Windows programs. It keeps your hard disk clean 
and tidy by getting rid of programs and files that you don't 
need. By working out which files are used by programs you 
use, it can completely uninstall a program, get rid of unused 
files, scan for duplicates and so on. 

CleanSweep is very easy to install and use. Using the 
normal Windows point and click interface, it guides you 



through the various options quickly and simply. It's also 
remarkably safe to use - by default it compresses and backs 
up anything you delete. That way, if you realise that you 
actually needed something that you've wiped off your hard 
drive you can retrieve it at a later date. Of course, if you're 
absolutely sure you don't need it you can always delete it 
straight off, but it's normally best to back it up to start with, 
then delete the backup later. 

CleanSweep is one of most useful Windows 
applications I've ever used. It's small, simple and pretty much 
a must for anyone who uses Windows a great deal. Best off 
all, it's not too expensive at £39.95 - you can easily spend a 
lot more than that on a game.

computer. If you don't receive any 
error messages and your programs 
work, you probably didn't need it. If 
there are no problems, you can 
delete the line. If there are 
problems, remove the REM, save, 
exit and restart. 

To load drivers into upper 
memory you need a memory 
management program such as 
EMM386.EXE, which comes with 
DOS. If it's not present, add the 
following line immediately after the 
one containing HI MEM. SYS: 

DEVICE=C: \DOS\EMM386.EXE NOEMS 

DOS takes up a lot of memory, 
but by adding the following line 
after the one containing EMM386.EXE 
you can load part of it into the HMA: 

DOS=HIGH,UMB 

Then change any following line 
that starts with device= ... to 

DEVICEHIGH= . . . 

The CONFIG.SYS shown above 
would end up looking like this: 




Please note... 

This article assumes 
that you are using at 
least a 386 with 2MB 
of RAM or more and 
DOS 5 or later. Luckily, 
just about any PC 
bought in the last year 
will have at least this 
specification or better, 
so don't worry too 
much if these numbers 
don't mean too much 
to you. 



The AUTOEXEC.BAT is slightly 
trickier. Basically, it's a matter of 
adding the letters LH followed by a 
space to the start of any line that 
contains a command with a .EXE, 
.COM or .SYS extension. 

If you're not sure about a line, try 
adding LH, save, exit and restart. If 
you don't receive an error message 
during boot-up, everything should 
be fine. Using the example 
AUTOEXEC.BAT above, you'd end 
up with: 




Modifying both the example 
system files as above and restarting 
the machine results in 614k of free 
conventional memory, a gain of 
nearly 200k and more than enough 
for just about every DOS game and 
application around: 




The changes detailed above 
give you XMS (extended) memory. If 
you find that you require EMS 
(expanded) memory, simply change 
the NOEMS in the EMM386.EXE line to 
RAM, like this: 




You may find that this results in a 
slightly different amount of free 
conventional memory, but it should 
still be more than enough. 

Finally, if you have DOS 6.0 or 
later, you can also try running a DOS 
program called MEMMAKER, which 
tries to free more conventional 
memory by changing the order of 
the commands in your system files. 
Make the changes explained above, 
restart your machine and from the 
C:\> prompt type: 
memmaker and hit return. 

Follow the instructions on screen 
- if you have any problems or need 
more help, consult your DOS manual. 



Quarterdeck Expanded Memory Manager Version 7.5 



Quarterdeck Expanded Memory Manager (QEMM) is a 
software package that optimises your PC's memory. Rather 
than having to modify your system files yourself, or use the 
rather limited MEMMAKER program that comes with DOS 6.0 
and later, QEMM does the work for you. In addition, by using 
a number of clever techniques, it can actually give you far 
more memory than either of the more traditional methods. 

The package, consisting of a couple of floppy disks and 
manuals, is easy to use. Installation and optimisation can be 
performed from Windows or DOS, and has an 'Express 
Option' for those who aren't technical experts. The whole 
process, which requires little more than putting the disks in 
the drive and hitting return, takes less than 6 minutes. 

It also performs remarkably well. On three separate PCs 
QEMM was capable of freeing up 634k of base memory (and 
remember, a PC only has 640k). In addition, the program 



automatically allocates either EMS or XMS memory to 
applications as and when they need them. In short, it's 
designed to end your memory problems forever. 

QEMM is very slick and polished. It's easy to use and 
does its job well, with a minimum amount of fuss. There are 
occasional conflicts, but most of these are resolved with the 
help of the manual. My only reservations lie in its value. At 
£79.95 QEMM 7.5 represents a serious outlay for something 
that you can do without quite happily. Additionally, the advent 
of Windows 95 later this year should (in theory) make it 
obsolete. So, if you're financially well off and a complete PC 
novice, QEMM is probably for you. Otherwise, think long and 
hard about what else you could spend the money on.

You used to need a Silicon Graphics work 
station and enough spare cash to buy a 
house to get the best in 3D modelling 
software. But as Paul Pettengale 

discovers, that's no longer the case. 



he most powerful 
program of its kind, 
3D Studio has become 
the industry standard for 
photo-realistic 3D 
modelling and animation. 
The number of software 
developers that use it is staggering. 
It's even taught on art and design 
courses - but you can create 
stunning computerised illustration 
and animation with the minimum of 
artistic understanding, and the most 
simple grasp of computers. 

3D Studio Release 4 brings a 
whole new range of plug-in 




Enter the third di 



modules for the base program which 
makes animation even simpler. You 
create objects - either simple 
spheres and cuboids, or more 
complex shapes - place them in a 
three dimensional space, and then 
coat them with an appropriate 
texture or surface. 

You could, for example, create 
a basic cube and apply a 
bitmap picture that 
you've created in 
an art package 
to each face - 
the various 
sides of a dice, 
say. Or you 
could take a 
picture of the 
Earth, and wrap it 
around a sphere to 
make a globe. A complex 
scene is made up of a lot of these 
objects, each with it's own special 
attributes and textures. 

You can incorporate lighting of 
various types into the scene - so you 
can have spotlights pointing at 
objects of interest, or you can place 




an omni-directional light in the 
position of a virtual sun, to make the 
scene look realistic. Finally, you need 
to position a camera or viewpoint 
through which you can view the 3D 
world you've created. Then the 
computer can take the scene as it 
appears through the usual operation 
of the program (a wire mesh of 

shapes and objects) and 
render it with all of the 
textures in place 
and lighting 
n effect. 
Marvellous! 

The end 
result is a static 
mage of photo- 
realistic quality, 
which, if created 
with skill, can appear 
indistinguishable from real-life. 
The process, in complex scenes 
at least, is a lengthy one. The 
interface breaks scene creation into 
five steps, each with its own screen - 
this makes working with the program 
simpler, but it can take time since 
you're jumping from one stage to 





A To make a 3D logo, you 
create text in the 2D Shaper, 
then import it into the 3D 
lofter. Now drag out the two- 
dimensional image along a 
lofting path, transforming it 
into an object with some 
depth. To view the image 
and manipulate it further, 
you have to switch to the 3D 
Editor module. 



A You won't actually be 
able to see the object 
unless you include a 
camera through which a 
field of vision can be 
attained, and some lights 
to illuminate it. Here you 
have a couple of spotlights 
and an omni-directional 
light high-up above the 
text-object. 



A The logo wouldn't be 
complete without the 
lozenge behind the word 
Today. You create it in the 
same way as the text and 
then drop it into place, 
scaling it to the correct 
proportions.

A It's a good idea to do a 
quick test render of the 
scene as it stands. This 
takes 3D Studio about a 
minute, which is incredibly 
quick compared to the 
majority of similar packages. 
As you can see, it looks okay, 
but it's a bit dull, so the next 
step is to assign a bitmap 
image as a background. 
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the next as you compile and texture 
each object in your scene. 

If you add animation to your 
scene - moving objects, lights and 
even the camera to create small 
computerised movies such as those 
that kick off CD-ROM games such as 
Magic Carpet and Creature Shock - 
the process becomes 
proportionately 
more involved, 
and it can quite 
easily take you a 
week of solid 
work to create an 
animation that's 
30 seconds long. 

When you 
become more 
proficient with 
3D Studio, you'll discover that there 
are short-cuts that you can use to 
speed the creation of large scenes 
along, but becoming a 3DS wizz takes 
time - a good year of using it at least. 
But the quality of the results 
compensates for the amount of time it 
takes to learn to use 3D Studio 
effectively - you'd be surprised how

many TV ads are created with 3DS, 
many looking as if they've been 
done on systems which cost far more 
than a high-end PC and two and a half 
grand's worth of software. 

If you save your animations out 
to a hard drive or CD-ROM, you 
never get the full benefit of 3D Studio, 
because of the speed of playback. 

But 3DS enables 
you to output to 
special frame-by- 
frame video 
recorders, where 
30 frames per 
second at a more 
or less unlimited 
resolution is 
possible. When 
you use kits such 
as this, JDS really comes into its own 
as an animation tool. 

But even with a simple PC setup 
- a DX2/66 with 16Mb of RAM and a 
reasonably fast 500Mb hard drive - 
the results attainable with 3DS are of 
the most professional standard. Yes, 
that might sound 
like a monster PC

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A Right, let's play it safe 
by using a photograph of 
some clouds in the 
background - this one is 
from the World Creating 
Toolkit CD-ROM which 
comes as part of the 3D 
Studio package.

to some, but consider this: a PC with 
that spec costs less than 3D Studio 
itself, so it's not unreasonable to 
expect that kind of processing power 
if you're serious about creative 
professional 3D graphics. 

We mentioned Release 4 - the 
latest version of 3DS and the plug-in 
capabilities it has. 3D Studio is unique 
as a PC-based rendering package 
because you can add extra tools and 
utilities to it for achieving special 
effects. You can, for example, buy 
add-ons which create realistic smoke 
scenes, or fire, or rippling water. 
Rather than a complete overhaul of 
the 3DS program (as Release 3 was to 
Release 2), Release 4 is a collection of 
these add-on programs, six of them 
in fact, which for the most part aid the 
speed and ease of complex 
animation routines. 

The most significant is an effect 
called inverse kinematics, a wordy 
way of describing how objects in a 
chain are linked and how they move 
in relation to each other. Say you 
wanted to move a finger from waist 
height so that it touched a figure's 
nose... with Release 3 you would 
have to move each part of the arm, 
hand and finger in turn, which is a 
lengthy process. With Release 4 you 
can select the finger, drag it up to the 
nose, and each part of the arm will 
move automatically in direct relation 
with the finger. It sounds simple, but 
inverse kinematics is a powerful 
animation tool that only used to be 
found with rendering systems costing 
tens of thousands of pounds. 

Initially difficult to learn and get 
to grips with, 3D Studio may seem to 
the beginner like a 
computing nightmare 
come true. But it's a 
wondrous piece of 
software loved across 
the computing industry 
for the graphical power 
it bestows upon the 
user. Its diversity and 
extraordinary 
upgradability make it 
ideal for use in a 
professional 
environment where it's 
potentially destructive 
to create graphics 
which look just like 
everyone else's. Even though it still 
runs under DOS, it has to be 
acknowledged as one of the most 
technically advanced pieces of 
software available for the PC.

In order of effectiveness, the PC 
features that make Windows go faster 
- after fitting a faster processor - are 
as follows. First, a Windows graphics 
accelerator card. Windows spends 
more than half its life drawing on the 
screen, and a graphics accelerator can 
speed this up by a factor of five. Next, 
a fast hard disk. Thirdly, more memory. 
Windows runs faster with 8Mb of RAM 
than 4Mb - whatever Microsoft claims. 

You can buy a good graphics 
accelerator card for around £100. A 
new 300Mb hard drive costs about the 
same, as does an upgrade from 4Mb to 
8Mb of RAM.

RAMdisk tip 

The usual advice is never to use a 
RAMdisk with Windows, as it 
consumes memory that Windows can 
use more efficiently. But there is one 
case where a RAMdisk makes sense. 
If you have lots of RAM, 16Mb or 
more, a RAMdisk can speed up 
applications and printing. 

Set up a 2Mb RAMdisk (refer to 
your DOS manual or help system for 
precise instructions) and make it your 
temporary directory with the temp= 
line in autoexecbat. Print Manager will 
use it to spool print files and 
programs will use it to create 
temporary files - both of which avoid 
using the hard disk.

Don't worry, you can't get 640k free 
under DOS. The practical limit with 
DOS 6 is about 61 2k, but few programs 
need this much. 

The instructions mean you need 
640k installed, which everyone has 
these days. Try running it, and if it says 
there isn't enough memory, try running 
Memmaker - ft comes with DOS 6 -to 
see if it can gain you a little more. 

If the program runs from the hard 
disk, try making up a boot disk with a 
Config.sys along the following lines: 
device=c:\windows\himem.sys 
Device=c:\windows\emm386.exe ram 
dos=high, umb 

This gives you expanded memory 
and access to upper memory. As it 
stands, you should have over 590k. If 
you need to add any other drivers - 
mouse drivers for example - in 
config.sys, use the devicehigh 
command. If you have to add any using 
Autoexec.bat, use the loadhigh 
command. These commands try to load 
programs above the 640k waterline.

If you ran your hi-fi through a pair of 
two inch speakers it wouldn't make 
any difference whether you'd paid 
£100 or a £1,000 for it - the speakers 
would swamp all other differences.

If you plan to run your sound card 
through your hi-fi, or hi-fi speakers, 
then a wave table card can sound 
better, but only for MIDI style music.

Demon currently runs at a maximum 
of 14,400bps, but is upgrading to 
28,800 even as we speak. The sensible 
option is to buy the fastest. You can 
buy a 28,800bps - V34 - modem for

The Italians might know 
a thing or two about 
style, but there's a lot 
more to a multimedia 
PC than attractively 
designed casing. 
Simon Williams 
takes the Olivetti PCS 
out of the stables and 
puts it through its 
paces to see if it's as 
good as it looks. 



i 



n true Italian fashion, 
Olivetti has always 
succeeded in styling its 
PCs differently from UK 
and US offerings. It now 
has a range of leisure PCs, 
and the PCS 42P S2/50 is at the 
budget end of the range. This PC 
continues the design tradition with its 
heavily latticed and louvred front 
panel. It has room for only two drives 
- a double-speed CD-ROM drive is 
fitted above the standard 3.5-inch 
floppy drive. The vertical panel 
which looks as though it might make 
way for a second floppy is a dummy. 

Two large rotary clips at the 
sides hold the case top on, and 
inside there's room for two VL-Bus 
expansion cards as well as the 16-bit 
Sound Blaster card. This card runs 
into a pair of mediocre Creative Labs 
speakers, which are supplied without 
a power supply for their built-in 
amplifiers. You have to rely on the 
4W per channel produced by the 
sound card. This is usually loud 
enough, as some of the sound from 
the speakers is audibly distorted. 

Unfortunately, there is only 4Mb 
of main memory fitted to the PCS as

standard, so you'll be running into 
memory problems with some 
multimedia titles. The Cirrus Logic 
video adaptor, built into the 
machine's main board, provides the 
three main PC screen resolutions of 
640 by 480, 800 by 600 and 1024 by 
768, and can show 640 by 480 in 24-bit 
TrueColour. The highest resolution 
display shows some shimmer, 
though, indicating that the vertical 
refresh rate has dropped to around 
60Hz. Top quality monitors can 
manage a flicker-free 72Hz, but the 
flicker here is less pronounced than 
most and other aspects of the 
display are good. The design is 
rather bare and bulgy, though, with 
the screen looking as if it's about to 
burst out of its case. 

Olivetti's latest keyboards are 
compact, while still having a good 
feel to them, and this is one unit you 
should find comfortable for any 



home-based typing needs. In 
contrast, the mouse is small and 
provides little palm support. 

For £899, plus VAT, the PCS is 
well provided with software. To start 
with there's Works for Windows, the 
best-selling integrated suite, which is 
well up to most leisure and some 
small business needs. Added to this 
are Lotus Organizer, Compton's 
Interactive Encyclopedia and The 
Animals, an educational title based 
on the work of San Diego Zoo. 
Finally, there's the CD-ROM version 
of the rather good adventure game, 
Return to Zork. 

Although the PCS 42P S2/50 is 
fairly low-powered, with limited 
memory, it suffers less than some 
machines in the same price bracket 
and is a good way in to multimedia.

ith video becoming an 
increasingly important 
element in multimedia, 
the industry is struggling 
to find a video format 
^ that offers a high level of 
compression with a decent level 
of playback quality. Video for 
Windows doesn't quite get there, 
with its jerk-o-vision quality and 
tiny screen size, so other 
compression routines have been 
considered - and MPEG seems to 
be the leader in the field. 

MPEG is used in the creation of 
Video CD tides - basically films on 
CD - and a even a number of 
multimedia CD-ROMs. The only 
problem is that special hardware has 
to be employed to decompress the 
data. Or, at least, that's the case for 
the next year or so before high- 
quality software decompression 
becomes available. 

The Movie Master 24 is an 
MPEG expansion card that plugs 
into one of your PC's spare 16-bit 
slots, coupling itself to your 
machine's video card via the board's 
video feature connector (an internal 
connection, rather than an external 
one through the ordinary VGA 
output) sending out the combined

data to your monitor screen. A 
simple line-out jack provides sound 
from the movie files you watch, and 
can be piped through a lead direcdy 
to your external speakers or routed 
back through your sound card, 
providing you have one. 

Installation is simple - a five 
minute job inside the back of your 
PC and then a couple of minutes 
loading up the driver software 
(which comes in both DOS and 
Windows flavours). 

Unlike every other MPEG board 
to appear so far, the Movie Master 
24 can output data to the monitor 
in 24-bits, or, put simplistically, in 
16 million colours (ample, given 
that the human eye can perceive 
only an estimated 9 million). Other 
boards, such as the RealMagic from 
Sigma Designs can only send out

images in 32,000 colours, and 
there's a noticeable difference in the 
quality - not as noticeable as you 
may think, but certainly a good 
enough gain to increase the picture 
quality from a washed-out 
murkiness to a more vivid, and 
acceptable level. 

The Movie Master 24 is the 
best MPEG card, in terms of quality, 
that's available at the moment, but 
it's not perfect. The most significant 
problem is the way it accepts and 
then overlays data from the PC's 
graphics card. Most graphics cards, 
can output in 24-bits, which is 
essential if, for example, you're 
doing high-end graphics or photo 
editing. Unfortunately, the internal 
feature connector, which transfers 
data from the graphics card to the 
MPEG decompressor, limits normal 
graphics to 8-bit data - that's just 
256 colours, which is nowhere near 
enough for the serious PC user. 
Still, for the price, the quality, the 
ease of use and the versatility of the 
Movie Master, it's easily the best 
card to go for if you want to watch 
films on your PC.

Is a Windows accelerator with enhanced 
digital video playback and an on-board 
TV tuner too good to be true?

ou may not have heard of the 
German video card 
manufacturer, Miro, but it 
claims to be the third largest 
supplier of high performance 
W cards in Europe, after Diamond 
and ATI. Miro UK is a new subsidiary 
which aims to raise the company's 
profile in this country and one of the 
key products is the miroVIDEO 20TD 
live, a Windows accelerator with the 
added bonus of enhanced digital 
video playback and an on-board TV 
tuner. The card is available in two 
variants, for VL and PCI local buses - 
the data transfer rate through the 
standard ISA bus isn't high enough to 
cope with the video information, so 
there's no ISA version. 

We installed the PCI version of 
the card in a Gateway Pentium and 
had no interrupt problems, as the 
machine comes pre-installed with the 
Plug and Play system, which sorts 
these all out transparently. Even so, 
we had trouble with the sample 
provided and during the short 
period we had it we never got it to 
work satisfactorily. Make sure your

dealer will take the card back, should 
it not work in your machine. 
N The package consists of the card 
itself, plus two software packages. 
The more sophisticated of these is 
Wdeo Studio 2, from Ulead, which 
provides still and video capture, still 
retouching and video editing, 
including the ability to add cross- 
fades and simple special effects. The 
second program offers live TV 
display in a window and is ideal if 
you want to keep in touch with a test 
match while you work, or catch up on 
Neighbours in your lunch hour. 

You'll need an aerial and 
standard TV-style downline for this

can also take composite and S-Video 
inputs from video recorders. During 
the setup of the TV software, the 
tuner automatically scans all relevant 
wavebands and picks up all the 
channels it can find. You can then flick 
through them quickly and easily 
under software control. 

Capturing stills from TV or video 
is straightforward, and the high video 
palette - a minimum of 32K colours is 
needed - is provided by the card 
itself, which uses a Tseng Labs W32p 
accelerator chip. The maximum 
resolution of playback and capture is 
384 by 288 pixels, quite a lot lower 
than the 625 lines offered by PAL TV. 

Video capture isn't totally 
straightforward - the review software 
refused to grab any video with the 
default 4Mb of memory. 8Mb is 
needed for any serious capture work 
and you need 5.5Mb of disk space 
per second for 24-bit capture at 25 
frames per second. This card offers a 
lot and once the new-product 
wrinkles are ironed out promises to 
deliver a lot for £345 (plus VAT).

Virtually all that's changed 
since the first game are the story 
and background graphics, and 
even they don't show much in the 
way of imaginative lateral leaps. 
Alone 1 had you fighting 
Lovecraftian monsters in a 
haunted house, Alone 2 saw you 
fighting voodoo pirate monsters 
in a haunted house and boat, and 
now you're fighting ghostly 
cowboys on a haunted film set. 
It's nothing if not consistent.

opportunity to lap up some more 
polygonal adventuring, with the 
game engine of exploring, puzzle 
solving and fighting as finely 
tuned as ever. It seems that all 
Infogrames has had to do is 
change the oil and top up the 
petrol to produce another 
best-selling game. 

But what's remained the same 
in AITD3 is perhaps just as 
important as what's changed. The 
polygon characters have the same 
fluid animation as they always did 
(especially when the hero Edward 
becomes a cougar), but now 
they're noticeably deficient in the 
detail department. You could 
forgive this when AITD1 appeared 
in 1992, but there's no excuse 
now that Pentium PCs and local 
bus graphics cards are all the rage. 

Most annoyingly, the 
gameplay has retained its 
scizophrenic split between being 
alternately hugely entertaining 
and massively irritating. Right at 
the start you're confronted by a 
gunfighter who's impossible to kill 
(the only way to find this out is by 
dying repeatedly), and within the 
next five minutes you come 
across two more sharp shooters 
who are equally stubborn in their 
refusal to bite the dust. 

It's one thing to guide players 
to certain puzzles and parts of the 
game before letting them loose 
on other locations, but the way 
AITD3 guides you through its own 
narrative structure is extremely 
heavy handed. When you've hit an 
enemy six times and have taken 
half a dozen slugs yourself, you 
realise that perhaps you're not on 
the right path and are forced to 
find another way. You try running 
past the villain, but to add insult 




to injury, as you draw level with 
him, you hit an invisible wall and 
he finishes you off with two 
shots, no matter how many health 
points you've got left. Very poor, 
as Vic 'n' Bob used to say. 

It used to be thought that the 
Alone games oozed atmosphere 
and credibility, but they now pale 
in comparison with the likes of 
System Shock, which has fear 
pouring out of every pixel. 

In AITD3 you're supposed to 
be tip-toeing nervously round a 
haunted film set, with potential 
assassins around every turn, but 
can you peek around a corner and 
have a look to see who's there? 
No, you're always at the mercy of 
the game's once revolutionary but 
now idiosyncratic viewing angles: 
one second you're seeing the 
action from above, the next from 
the side, the next from below. The 
switches aren't as painful as in 
the previous games - for a start 
you don't get into silly situations 
where your character falls off the 
screen in the middle of a fight - 
but the passage of time and loss 
of originality makes it less easy to 
forgive the system's failings. 

Alone in the Dark 3 strikes a 
decent balance between 
adventure and action, but the 
passing of time has left an empty 
game, and rehashing the plot and 
recycling the gameplay isn't 
enough to fill the void. While you 
might be happy to get a third 
helping of the same school dinner, 
you're bound to start wondering 
whether it's time you started 
bringing packed lunches with 
your favourite flavour crisps. 
Or something.

Unfortunately, 
someone's killing them off, 
framing you for murder. If you 



survive your first day, and contact 
a mysterious character called 
Reilly, you can begin to solve the 
mystery. If not, you'll find one of 
22 ways for Sam to die. 

Club Dead is heavily based on 
video clips, so true exploration is 
impossible and you can't choose 
what Sam says or picks up. All 
you can do is try and be in the 
right room at the right time and 
Sam will automatically find 
things, interact with people, and 
fix any broken VR equipment. 

The lack of control is made up 
for by two things. Firstly, the 
MTV-style video characters are 
fun. The ladies seduce you in 
cryptic hip talk, peeping Toms 
record other people's VR 
experiences, Neo-Romans joke in 
pig-latin, and the hotel doctor is 
overwilling to dispense mind 
drugs for all ailments. 

Secondly, the game combines 
pace and peculiarity quite well. If 
you can keep on top of the clues, 
and get past the first 12 hours (in 
game time, not real time) things 
become interesting. The music's 
good, the video works well and 
the in-yer-face people keep you 
running between rooms so as not 
to miss the time-linked scenes. 

Club Dead can't be called 
superfun for adventure gamers, 
but it has style and is easy to 
play. It's a unique type of game 
and not a bad start in the world 
of CD-ROM for Viacom (owner of 
MTV). If you don't like futuristic 
Americano, don't buy it. But if 
you'd like a light-hearted, self- 
lampooning MTV mystery game, it 
should fit the bill.

The other area where Virtual 
Golf excels is in colour. Although 
all golf games have green in 
common, Virtual Golf gives you 
richer fairways, brighter greens 
and moodier skies - just like the 
real Scotland. 

As for gameplay, the controls 
are set up a little more like an 
arcade game than your usual PC 
golf sim. Swinging is easiest in 
Practice and Tournament modes 
where you get a grey target in 
the swing-o-meter by which to 
judge the strength of your 
required swing. 

Unfortunately in Scottish 
Open and Skins Challenge play 
there's no such luxury and it's 
very, very difficult to judge how 
hard to hit the ball. There's no 



way of knowing how far a club 
will hit the ball, given your 
distance from the hole. You have 
no clue as to what 39 yards 
relates to on the swing-o-meter 
and therefore you're left 
muddling around sand traps and 
water hazards like a wazzuck. 

To further your difficulties, 
you can hardly tell where the 
fairway ends and the course 
hazards or the green begin. But 
this shortcoming is mainly made 
up for by the speed of the real 
time rendering of each hole. 

You should be warned here, 
however, that what I've reviewed 
here is the floppy disk version of 
the game. Core Design had 
informed us that the CD-ROM 
version of the game would be 
exactly the same as the floppy 
version. Just as we went to press, 
however, they called us to say 
that they would be making 
substantial additions to the 
CD-ROM version of Virtual Golf. 
These new features will include 
enhanced textures and 
backgrounds, video clips and 
better options menus.

The sound effects that go 
with the weapons are likewise 
piddly.

you find in the Star Wars films. 
But the digitised speech on the 
Storm Troopers works well: "Set 
blasters on full..." 

To create a more realistic first 
person effect Dark Forces gives 
you the ability to aim up and 
down. The trouble is that your 
weapon will target the level of 
your enemy automatically most 
of the time anyway. 

Slightly more challenging is 
your occasional need to jump or 
duck. Ducking's a good way to 
avoid Imperial fire and you might 
have to jump on to a ledge to 
collect weapon charges or shield 
power, or jump and duck at once 
to get through a hatch. Although 
these manoeuvres are annoying 
during a firefight, their inclusion 
adds a challenge and makes it 
that bit more interesting. 

The best part, however, has to 
be the manifold opportunities to 
shoot Storm Troopers, Imperial 
Guards, security droids, sewage 
monsters and the newly invented 
Dark Troopers. If you want a game 
with long, involving missions, and 
have always wanted to relive the 
laser gun fighting action of Star 
Wars, this is the one.

except the ones that occasionally 
get splattered at the end of a fight - 
but it's tremendous fun. Compared 
to many fighting games emanating 
from Japan, it's not that gorey at all. 

The addictiveness of MKII comes 
from its wild series of challenge 
fights. Finish one killer and the next 
hits you - literally - with a whole 
new fighting style. The only 
troublesome thing about it is that 
you definitely need a joypad to play 
it as using the key controls gets you 
killed every time. Believe me. 



Dogfight 



An entirely different kind of action 
is on offer in Wings of Glory, a WWI 
flight sim. With a set of missions to 
complete over the Western Front, 
the game is broken up by sections 
where you converse with your CO 
and other air force people. These 
bits contribute little fun - you'll 
have that shooting down enemy 
barons, zeppelins and so on. 

Dogfighting is fun, and the 
controls are easy to master. The 
main trouble is that the graphics 
engine, like a WWI plane, is a bit of 
an old clunker. It tends to get 
jumpy, even on a DX2, and if this 
happens during combat, it's hard to 
target your enemy, although his 
bullets will undoubtedly be ripping 
into you. If you don't trust me, try it 
out for yourself on the coverdisc. 

Pinball wizard 

If you're mad about pinball, and can 
handle scrolling tables on a 15-inch 
monitor, you could have a look at 
Psycho Pinball.

Nevertheless, they should give 
multi-table connoisseurs a rise and 
the multi-ball action isn't bad. It 
ain't mad, but it's certainly playable.

This doesn't 
matter to the owners of the 
footage, however - they're 
looking to sell it to multimedia 
makers en masse. And more's 
the pity, plenty in the industry 
are out buying it. 

A select few, 
however, are going 
out of their way to 
find content that 
actually suits the 
medium. They're 
not just plonking 
whole books onto 
disc for the user to 
scroll through. 
Instead, they're 
writing new 
material. And rather than 
digitising TV video that's 
vaguely relevant to their subject 
matter, they're going out and 
making their own. 

It's companies like this 
that are crafting the original 
and truly interesting discs. 
Neatly side-stepping copyright 
and licencing issues, this kind 
of multimedia can become 
more than just the sum of its 
constituent parts. And it's these 
ground-breaking innovators 
that we're going to be majoring 
on in the coming months in 
CD-ROM Today.
